PORTERVILLE, Dec. 29.—Members} 
of the Tule Indian tribe at a mass 
meeting held in the issue house yes- 
terday prepared for transmission to 
Washington a protest against the re 
cent decision of Agent E. C. Edmund- 
son to throw the reserve open for 
grazing to cattle belonging to the 
white cattle owners of the hills. 

Rosando Ellis, captain of the In- 
dian police and interpreter at the is- 
sue house, acted as the chairman of 
the gathering and formulated the res- 
olutions. In the text of the document 
as it is to. be forwarded to Washing- 
ton, the attention of the Interior De- 
partment is called to the fact that 
this year the feed on the reservation 
in Very short and there is barely 
enough fodder for the cattle of the 
Indians, to say nothing of supporting 
cattle from outside owners. 

Under the conditions as proposed 
by Edmundson the cattle were to be 
pestured at the rate of 50 cents per 
head per animal, and at the end of 
the season the funds secured in this 
manner were to be divided among the 
heads of families on the reserve. The 
indians state that they prefer to have 
their own cattle looked after first and 
then if there is any feed left to sell 
it. This vear it te said there is none 


left.

Of coutse, the peaple live off tife fish- 
eries, just as Newfoundiand and Lab- 
rador do. The fishery means the cod 
fishery, almost exclusively.

When the gales blow and one cannot 
put to set for fish, or when the catch 
has been large and evety hand is put 
to it to clean and cut and set a dry- 
ing. the people gaiher in the fish-cur- 
ing barns.

Mr McCreery published a new vol- 
ume of his poems, among which wi 
“There is No Death,” 
revised in the meantime, 80 
many changes that it might well be 
regarded as a different poem. In the 
revised poem there are sixteen verses 
instead of ten, as in the original. 
John L. McCreery was born in Mon- 
roe county, New York, on the last day 
of the. year, 1835. His father was a 
poor Methodist minister, whose mea- 
ger income was barely sufficient for the 
support of his family, and the early 
life of the poet was consequently one 
‘of many hardships and privations. The 
greater art of his education was 
gained from borrowed books, which | 
he would study by the light of a pine 
knot while lying on his Back before 
the fireplace, or at intervals during the 
working hours of the day. 
In his seventeenth year McCreery 
removed to Illinois, where his contin- 
ued feebleness of heaith and growing 
literary tastes impelled him before 
long to forsake the plow for the pen. 
He began at the foot of the ladder by 
learning the printer's 
through his efforts and he 
rapidly rose to more jmportant call- 
ings, and was soon filling the position 
of assistant editor of a country news- 
pauper. When he was 21 years of age 
he went to lowa and finally became 
eo editor of the ‘Dubuque Times.
